‘alony is quite sufficient to“demonatrate the 
absolute necessity of having Hongkong a4 a 
watering pace for officials, namely, that if it 
were uot for Hongkong it would be simply

RUSSIA AND: AFGHANISTAN. 

The correspondent: of ithe Telegrap 

Petersburg writes on tho 6th February. 
“The question of the boundaries of Afghania- 
tan is‘now'ut an end, fhe Russians finding that 
their real advantage waa in coming to an agree: 
‘| ment with Enytand at any price., When it was
